nit managing editor is a still more strik¬
ing example of the second.

HORATIO WINSI.OW 6KYMOCR.
Not many years ago Horatio Wlnslow

Seymour began to be spoken of rtsoiicof
the promising young journalists of Mil¬
waukee. In 1S75 ho received the appoint¬
ment of telegraph editor of tho ChicagoTimes, and n liltle later all the newspaperworld, as well as tho readers of The Times,
were laughing or wondering at tho star¬
tling headlines over its news columns
There was an unfailing variety about
them. Some were poetical, some were
daring to the verge of irreverence, and
now and then one excited u storm of wrath,but all were attractive Mr. Seymourthen gained and still retains tho rank of
greatest writer of headlines in America.
He was born July 29, 1854, in Cayugn

county, N. Y., and when nine years old be¬
came a resident of Kacine, \Vis. Thoro he
mastered the printer's trade, und in IS?:;
becama city editor of the Milwaukee News.
Thetico he went to the Chicago Times, in
1875, and thence, in 1SS!. to Tho Herald.
That paper was just then tailing its phonomennl forward movement. In 1887 it
ranked high, and Mr, Seymour was made
managing editor, lifter which it seemed to
assume naturally and at once tho positionof the great Democratic journal of the
northwest.
Chariest;. Seymour, brother of Horatio

W., though notso widely known, is equallysuccessful as sporting editor of Thu Her¬
ald, and is one of the national authorities
on baseball. Incidentally it may be added
that bo is one of the organizers of tho some¬
what celebrated Wbitcchnpcl club, whose
uncanny ceremoniesmake tin; superstitious
grieve, though they make others laugh.The HttCCCSS of these two, as well as that of
Thu Herald, may bo set, down as among the
most interesting data of contemporaryjournalism.
A Genius Despite Kant, and Disease.
The Into Lord Essex, says tho London

World, was for many years uu almost com
stunt sufferer from the mast terrible
paroxysms of tic, which wero supposed to
have originated in u blow on tho bend, and
persistently defied tho aid of surgical oci-
ence. He bore this excruciating pain with
heroic fortitude during half his life, mid
never lost the kindliness of dispositionwhich distinguished him when a promi¬
nent member of the Uxbridgo housosct, in
the days of t he first Lord Anglesey, his
maternal uncle. When in the house of
lords he always voted with tbo Liberals,
but his interest in politics was supersededby that In mechanical contrivances. His
most useful invention was a small portablefire engine.
During the croquet craze of twenty

years ago he made many thousands of
pounds out of mallets bo invented, and
when his eyesight was failing ho designed
a light open hearse, or rather bier, on
wheels, which ho kept in ono of his coach¬
houses at Cnsslobury, and often showed
to visitors. It was used, for tho second
time, at his funeral, and the coflln Itself
was made of open trellis work, according
to u sketch ho bad once drawn. Lord
Essex had been practically blind for some
years, but be retained a marvelous sense
of locality, and could act as ciccronu in
every part of his house.

Two IMiclilpiiii .Judges.
Judge William Newton, of Flint, Mich.,

the Democratic nominee for justice of the
supreme court, is sixty-two years old. Hi
was born in Baltimore, was brought up on
a farm, went to Michigan in 1848, studied
law after living two years on a farm in
Oakland county und was admitted to priio-
tice in Wayne county. In lS.Vi bo took an
overland trip to California and returned a
year later. In ISt'-S he was nominated for
congress by tho Democrats, and though

tlefeated ran 9(<0
ahead of his ticket.
He was elected
judge of the Sev¬
enth judicial cir¬
cuit in 1SS1 by a

plurality of 1,321,
und six years later
was again elected
by a still larger
plurality. He pur¬
chased a farm of
213 acres east of
Flint in 1878 and
converted it from
a rough stump
country into ono

in Genosee county. Judge Newton writes
nu old fashioned hand with line lines and
lit tle ink, and his chirography is as plain
as printing.
Governor WInans tendered t he appoint¬

ment as justice of the supreme court, to
Jill t he vacancy for which the election will
be held in November, to Judge Newton,but he declined the honor with thanks,
preferring to take it, if it comes to him,
d rect from t he people. George H. Durand,
of Flint, was then appointed to the vacancy.Mr. Durand is lifty-fotir years old, a native
of New York state, and has lived in
Michigan since. lS-'iS. Ho hits twi._e been
mayor of Flint, and was elected to con¬
gress in 1874.serving ono term. Ho is the
Democrat ie candidate for clecto* at largo
{or Uio eastern district of Michigun.

CuroftiUy Considered.

Tbo fathers and mothers of children pay

very little attention to tho manner in
which their offspring is taught; to the
capabilities of tho teachers, their generalcharacter or anything which nirocts tbo
meutul or physical welfare of the scholars.
Tbo public pays very little attention to thekind of buildings, the manner in which
they uro eared for, tbo way iu which tbuy
uro boated, ventilated or anything else con¬
ned ed with that which affects the general
well being of tbo pupil. This Is a lumen-
table fact. About nil that taxpayers knowof school buildings is that they pay their
taxes, and generally ns little of tbut as
possible.
Herewith uro presented n school hottso

plan and a story that may redound to tho
benefit of tho public and the pupil. A
largo part of the life of children is spent iu
the schoolroom. Their health and well
being aro affected thereby. Nonu of us
who stay about ofllces, work in field* or
do household work is ns uncomfort¬
ably surrounded as tbo very largo proportion of children who aro occupied in
schoolroom*, In hardly any other walk oflife aro people, subjected to tbo influences
of crowded rooms without ventilation, and
it is rnro that they uro subjected to the
influences of being crowded to this extent

ander other circumstances, to say nothingof ventilation. The particular matter ofventilation was considered in another ar¬ticle. It was stated that puro uir, the
cheapest tiling that there is around us, is
the one thing that is the most often denied
us in school buildings, and tbo means of
securing a sufficient quantity of pure uir
warmed to the proper temperature in win¬
ter time was outlined. It was also stated
that tho various companies t hat aru manu¬facturing apparatus for this purposu are
not monopolies any more than pure airis a monopoly, mid that at a very slight
expense over und above tbo cost of beat¬
ing sueli a building would supply a
quantity of winter air warmed to UBUmmertemperature, and at the same time provide
means of exhausting the foul uir from the
room. There aro no patents on such ap¬paratus, and wherever there is a public in-j tcrcst in sueli things proper ventilationfor school buildings may be secured.
One reason why school children aro lieg-leeted in tbo IIIutter of comforts which

properly I eloug to t hem is that those who
are providing for them undertake to build
monuments for themselves. In tho case of
a large school building.the big bri.rk
school house in a large town or city.there
ore towers, dormer windows, fluials, largequantities of cut stonework, gables, pinna¬cles, balconies and other details which do
not contribute to the comfort or conven¬ience of the occupautsof school buildings.All of these things may not exist in a sin
gib school house. Many of them or some
of them nearly always und unnecessarilyexist in buildings of tbo class named. The
writer does not mean to suggest thatschool buildings >¦ made ugly, or that
everything which goes into them should
be plain or common. Far from it. Theyshould be substantial, iu good proportion,good workmanship und good outline. If a
tower is needed for any purpose, put it on.Let it Ik* simple and substantial. Good
proportion in a toweror building or i:t anydetail of a building costs no more than ;i
poor proportion,

in the plan which is here given there isfirst a vestibule, on each side a cloakroom,nml back of the cloakrooms and vestibule
uro Bchoolroouis. Buck of tho schoolroomsis it find room, in which aru placed a furnace
and ventilating apparal us. There is not h-

ing in this plan for mere appearance. The
vestibule extends out beyond the cloak
rooms in order to give proper size. Thismakes an agreeable outline for tho plan.Likewise the fuel room extends back of i heschoolroom, mid in bringing it up in con¬nection with the room it also adds interest
to the rear elevation of the building find it:that way adds to the general attractive¬
ness, Hera we have taken the natura!
construe; ive features, and by their aid havebrought about a building which in eleva¬tion work-; up in a presentable manner. I:is desirable that the windows in a cloak¬
room be placed high enough up so that
the children may have a sufficiency of
wall space on which to hang their hats
and wraps. Wo take advantage of this
architecturally to add to tho nppeuranccof the building. A band come* under¬
neath the windows, and immediately on
this are placed tho sido casings. The win¬
dows leading into the sido vestibule are
made to line in the same way, ami the
transom is shown over tho door. Tho
transom bar is mndo to project over t lie
outsido casing, and altogether by the
simple requirements of the plan n very ar¬
tistic effect is secured. Over thovestibulu
is 11 gable. It is proper tho gablo shouldlib placed there. Tho entrance to the
building is ouo of tho most importantfeatures connected with it, and naturally
some interest must be attached. It in done,with only a slight expense, in supplying it
gable and littlo window to ventilate the
irttio ovar tho vestibule. Tho small tower
is needed in buildings of this kind, and in
this Instance It is made very simple, and it
is hoped a pleasant outline that will ndd
to tho artistic valuo of the building. Al¬
together iL Ls expected that this will make
a school building whiclfwould subserve to
tho'comfort and convenlenoo of tho pupiland teacher in a district which requinonly two schoolrooms.

York, eastern Pennsylvania, New Jer¬
sey and Delaware, fair and wanner
wind shifting to southeast. For tho Dis
trict of Columbia, Maryland, Virginia,
warmer; fair; winds shifting to south
For western New York, western Penu
sylvania and Ohio, wanner and fair,probably followed at lako stations bylocal showers during tho afternoon ot
night; southwest winds increasing in
force. Fair weather continues in all dis¬
tricts,except iu tbo upper hike region andin tho Dakotas, whero local showers are
reported. Tho area of high pressure has
moved almost directly southward from
tho lako regions, and now covers the
Atlantic coast from New England to the
east gulf states. Tho slight depressionwhich was central north of Montana on
Saturday evening has moved eastward
to Lako Superior, and a Becoud disturb¬
ance is apparently advancing from the
region north of Montana, tho barometer
being relatively high over the Rockymountain districts. It is much cooler in
tho middle Atlantic states. Tho teni-
peraturo continues low in New Englandund New York, whero frosts occurred
this morning, and it is warmer in the
upper lake regions and in tho upper Mis
sissippi valley. Generally fair weather
will continuo throughout the central
valleys and in tho districts on the At¬
lantic coitst, with warmer southwester¬
ly winds from Virginia, northward to
New England."
